Today coal tar Is the source of al­ 
most countless products, from per­ 
fumes to medicines, and from high ex- < 
plosives to delicate dyes.

recent product to be made from coal 
tar Is a weatherproof paint for metal 
roofs that will stretch as the roof ex- j 
panda under the sun and shrink as the , 
roof contracts. This new paint, which 
Is made of coal tar, a melted rubber 
compound and varnish, promises to do 
away with the cracking of roof paints 
that has been a source of trouble and 
expense. 
One ton of coal, distilled In a gas 
retort, produces about twelve gallons 
of coal tar. 
Because it was an un­ 
avoidable part of gas manufacture, 
chemists 
have 
been 
experimenting 
with It for a hundred years. 
Thus 
far more than two hundred compounds 
have beeu discovered in it, and a his­ 
tory of Its products is In large part a 
history of modern chemistry. 
In 1823 napthallne was produced i 
from coal tar, and two years later ben- j 
zine. Aniline, orglnally distilled from j 
Indigo, and the base of a thousand and i 
one ceal-tar dyes, was discovered In 
1834, and, four years later, carbolic j 
acid. 
The earliest aniline dye, a deep pur- 
pie, was made by accident in 1856, as 
the result of experiments designed to ; 
produce 
synthetic 
quinine.—Utility 
Bulletin.

The sound waves precipitated against 
the power wires were carried to the 
terminus of the lines here, a distance 
of 200 miles, where they were picked 
off by a small boy with an amateur re­ 
ceiving set. 
Shortly after the first message was 
received, power company employees, 
using another youthful radio operator 
and his amateur sending set, were in 
full communication with the snow­ 
bound engineers. 
The value of the chance discovery, 
precipitated by necessity, according to 
radio experts, 
lies in 
the possible 
use of all kinds of land lines in the 
same kind of “direct” sending. 
Not 
only can high tension lines be pressed 
into such service, they assert, but tele­ 
phone and telegraph lines, and even 
barbed wire fences can be utilized in 
the same way without interfering In 
my manner with their other uses. 
The same “wired wireless” system, 
they declare, can be used to send mes­ 
sages when static conditions prevent 
use of regular radio methods.

I to find winter hauling especially desir­ 
able, the New York State College of

When the sleighing is good, larger 
loads can be drawn on a sled than can 
jibe hauled on a wagon at other seasons 
[of the year. In winter there is a period 
of several weeks when this work may 
be done. This will enable one to haul 
the limestone without interfering too 
much with ice harvesting, butcheaing, 
wood cutting and other winter farm 
work. 
If the weather is favorable and the 
■snow Is not too deep, limestone may 
be appliedvat any time during the win­ 
ter. 
Burned and hydrated lime, how­

[kind of clover on a part of the garden 
each year and, after letting It stand 
one season, plow- It under for the green 
manure. 
It not only tends to placq 
the soil In better condition mechanical­ 
ly, but the nitrogen the clover gathers 
from the air will be valuable. 
Thq 
roots and tops plowed under will fur­ 
nish humus. 
The rest from garden 
crops starves out a lot of the insects, 
and when the ground goes back Into 
garden It will be like a new soil of 
great fertility. 
* 
It is well to manure heavily just be. 
(fore seeding to the clover, as this will 
cause a heavier growth and the ma­ 
nure Itself will be largely available 
when the garden crops need it the 
following years. Garden crops always 
get the best from manures after they 
have had a chance to rot well. 
Alfalfa Is even better than clover, 
and sweet clover will produce more 
root growth in one year than either 
and the second year after the seeding 
the roots naturally decay and are eas­ 
ily plowed. 
It produces a very heavy 
grow th quickly the second spring, and 
/this can be plowed under then, but the 
heavy roots make this pretty difficult, 
‘though It permits using the ground for 
cropping tile same year. 
Liming the soil before seeding to j 
any clover will be an advantage, for if 
the land Is very sour no clover will 
make much growth. The first seeding j 
to clover in the garden should be In­ 
oculated, but after that, lf rotate*! 
,every three cr four years, no further 
Inoculating will be needed, as the bac­ 
terin will remain there.—L. U. C., I 
Kansas.

Destroy All Cedars to 
Control Rust of Apples 
Apple rust 
Inhabits apple leaves 
and fruits during part of Its life his­ 
tory and cedar trees during the other 
part. 
It Is the fungus which causes 
the “cedar apples’’ which are so con­ 
spicuous during wet weather In the 
spring- * Tile Infestation on the apple 
is often severe enough to produce seri­ 
ous damage, and farmers who wish 
to fully protect their crop of apples 
should waste no time in destroying the 
cedars, as Infection will occur during j 
tiny wet spells for the next live or six 
weeks. 
No profitable method of control has 
been devised except to destroy the 
cedars. 
It is possible to control by ( 
spraying but the cost Is too great for 
It to pay. 
On the contrary, cutting 
the cedars for a mile or two on all J 
sides of the orchard will accomplish j 
control without further efforts, 
The 
profit from this operation depends on j 
the size of the orchard, the number I 
of trees to be cut, and the number j 
of neighbors willing to co-operate. 
There are other similar rusts of 
pears, quince, and haw which have 
one stage of the life history on cedars; 
but they are not so Important eco­ 
nomically as the apple rust.

Lost Meteorite Believed 
to Contain Platinum

Ages ago, the Indians say, three o' 
their gods, seeking eternal rest, rod.* 
to the earth on Ila ming blue thunder­ 
bolts that cleaved for them a deep and 
wide-mouthed grave In which the gods 
still lie. 
That is the Navajo version of th j 
fall of what science calls the Canyon 
Diabolo meteorite, a huge lump a1 
celestial m atter that is believed to lit 
Imbedded In the solid rock, 1,400 feet 
below the desert sands, beneath th4 
570-foot crater that it blasted out when
